This responds to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request dated September 10, 
2015, and received in this Office on October 13, 2015, in which you requested Privacy Impact 
Assessments and supporting documentation submitted as part of the Initial Privacy Assessment 
process on Automatic Ficense Plate Recognition (AFPR), Ficense Plate Reader (FPR), or 
similar technology. This response is made on behalf of the Office of the Deputy Attorney 
General (ODAG). 

Please be advised that we conducted a records search of the ODAG. Additionally, we 
conducted records searches of the retired files of the ODAG staff. The retired files supplement 
the electronic database of the Departmental Executive Secretariat and list file folder titles, 
arranged according to subject, of former OAG staff. Relevant files, once identified, are then 
hand-searched by Office of Information Policy staff to determine if they contain responsive 
material. We did not locate any Privacy Impact Assessments submitted by Department 
components pertaining to AFPR. 

For your information, Congress excluded three discrete categories of law enforcement 
and national security records from the requirements of the FOIA. See 5 U.S.C. § 552 (2012 & 
Supp. V 2017). This response is limited to those records that are subject to the requirements of 
the FOIA. This is a standard notification that is given to all our requesters and should not be 
taken as an indication that excluded records do, or do not, exist.
